Elephants Piling Timber. 

The highly trained male elephants 
with tusks manage the pushing part of 
their work very skilfully. The trunk 
is used as a pad or buffer between the 
ivory and the wood, and the pushing is 
done steadily. An average log weighs 
about a ton and a half. When it has to 
be pushed into the river, the elephant 
feels the end of it with his trunk; and 
having ascertained where he can place 
his tueka with most advantage, he 
adjusts the buffer and starts off, pushing

"noematachometer" he found that the 
same time, 40-1,000 (or 1 25) of a second 
was required to judge which was the first 
of the two irritants acting on the same 
sense. A slightly longer time was re- 
quired to judge the priority of signals 
acting on different senses, aa a sound and 
alight. It also took longer to recognise 
a letter by Beeing its form than by hear- 
ing its sound. 

This iua man of middle age. Young 
people thought quicker, but the difl*r- 
ence was not great. In all the ex- 
periments the time required for a simple 
thought, was never less than a fortieth 
of a second. In otner words, the 
mind can perform not more than 
twenty four hundred simple acts a min 
ute, fifteeu hundred a minute being the 
rate for persons of middle age.

A crowd quickly gathered, 
the news spread, the papers published 
exciting accounts of the discovery, and 
the Cardiff giant was speedily launched 
into fame. Four dtauors 'of scientific 
pretensions in the vicinity pronounced 
it • "petrified man." Dr. Boynton, a 
Syracuse antiquarian, said it was a 
statue "mad* some three hundred years 
ag» by the Jesuit fathers," and offered 
*10,000 for it. A month Inter a delega- 
tion of scientists from all parts of the 
state made a "thorough" inspection of 
it and proclaimed it a ••tatue — iu the 
opinion of Prof. Hull, Btate geologist, a 
very ancient one. Prof. Ward, of the 
Rochester university, declared It worthy 
the attention of archatologists, though 
not dating b«w>k to the stone age. 

While the excitement was at its height 
Hull sold a three quarters interest to 
some R>chester people, and it was then 
exhibited to visitors at so much a head, 
the returns for a while being equal to 
•even per cent, interest on $3,000,000. 
At one time $25,000 was offered for a 
one-eight share. In all, Hull made 
$60,000 by the humbug. Its exposure 
was due to Prof. O. C. Marbh, of Yale 
College, who was less credulous than the 
clergyman who pronounced it " not a 
thing contrived of man, but the face of 
one who lived like all the earth, the 
very image and child of God." The 
professor showed that gyi-sum was 
soluble in four hundred parts of water, 
yet the giant betrayed small trace of 
its action, and pointed out certain tool 
marks that Hull had neglected to efface. 
The theory that it was an ancient statue 
was also effectually exploded by the 
simple fact that the giant's head was 
minus any representation of hair. 
Finally, his confederates confessed their 
share in the fraud, and though it after- 
ward created a furore in Boston, where 
even Ralph Waldo Emerson pronounced 
it beyond his depth, the full publication 
of some tell tale letters soon made it 
worthless for show purposes.— [Popular 
Science Monthly.

Russian ProjrTess. 

The empire of Russia is m*w passing 
through a mighty religion and educa- 
tional change. The present metropolite 
was appointed by the czir because of 
his liberal views on religious toleration. 
For the first time in the history of the 
empire, a foreign princess marrying in 
the imperial family has been permitted 
to retain the religion in which she was 
educated. When the Grand Duchess 
Maria, of Mecklenburg, was married to 
the Grand Duke Vladimir, her Lutheran 
pastor performed, on her part, the mar- 
riage ceremonies in the winter palace. 
More recently the emperor has granted 
permission to tho agents of the British 
and foreign bible society, to circulate 
the holy scriptures throughout the 
empire. The common mind of Russia 
is to be educated. The emperor has 
ordered the reorganization of the dis- 
trict schools. The standard of learning 
has been raised. Education is now com- 
pulsory among the children of the cos- 
sacks. Free public lectures are now 
delivered for the benefit of the masses. 
A female gymnasium has been estab- 
lished in Moscow. Reading rooms, 
scientific museums, and universities are 
now open to all in St. Petersburg ; and 
ten millions in gold are anuually ex- 
pended for the advancement of educr 
tlon.

The diver engaged at the Moyne 
river, Belfast, in removing the reef had 
a rather narrow escape from losing his 
life on Thursday evening.

Snails as an Article of Food. 

Snails abound in Italy, Spain, France 
and Belgium ; they are also found in 
large quantities in Algeria, and most 
other points along the shores of the Med- 
iterranean. 

In Italy snails anciently were and are 
still much used for the table. They are 
regularly sold in the markets of Switzer- 
land, Spain, France, Belgium and Alge- 
ria, and are exported alive in barrels to 
the French Antilles, and occasionally 
even to the Vnited States, where they 
are relished only by the real "connois- 
seur." 

In the vineyards of France, the peas 
ants collect, feed and fatten them till 
winter, when the snails seal themselves 
up in their shells, where they remain 
torpid several months. In this state 
they are purchased by the confectioners, 
who prepare them in the shell, with but- 
ter and herbs, and forward them to 
Paris. They are then ready for table, 
after being heated in an oven for a few 
minutes. 

In Belgium the snails are fed on let- 
tnce under inverted flower-pots, for sev- 
eral weeks before being sent to market. 
Their price varies from fifty cente to one 
dollar a hundred. 

In Transylvania the large wood snail 
is a favorite dish. The animal is drawn 
out of its sbell, well rubbed in a clean 
cloth, to take of the slime, cut small, 
mixed with eavory stuffing, replaced in 
its shell, halted in the stove oven, and 
served up hot. In some parts of the 
country, instead of eggs and fowl, the 
peasants pay their tribute in snails and 
game. Mr. Page states one lady'a 
ordinary winter supply as being upward 
of 5,000 snails. 

We have occasionally seen imported 
anaila served up in the shell, at restau- 
rants in New York, and have watched 
foreign looking customers who aee a aax l 
to relish the meal. These snails are 
brought to this country by the steamers 
of the Havre line during the winter 
months.

FARM AND HOME. 

Ra sing Tomatoes. 

The French mode oi rawing tomatoes 
to a* follows: As soon as a cluster of 
flew-rs is visible, they top the stem down 
to the clusters, which soon push strongly, 
and produce another cluster ef flowers 
each. When these are visible, the branch 
to which they belong is also topped down 
to their level, and this is done five times 
successively. By this means the plants 
become stout dwarf bu>hes, not above 
eighteen inches high. In order to pre- 
vent their falling over, sticks or stringB 
are stretched horizontally along the rows, 
■o a* to keep them erect. In addition to 
th>-«, all laterals whatever are nipped off. 
In thU way, the ripe sap is directed into 
the fruit, which acquire a beauty, size 
and excellence unattainable by other 
means. 

Salting Stoci. 
One of the moat important things to 



attand to in the ctre of farm stocl 



of 

every kind, is that they have access at 
jdl times to salt. ' In this connection we 
would again call attention to the bad 
practice in vogue with many otherwise 
good farmers, in that they salt irregu- 
larly, and at such times with too liberal 
a hand. Thus animals will gorge them- 
selves, and this often results in severe 
purging. Again, when salt is thrown 
about on the ground to be licked up, the 
stronger animals get more thau they 
should, and the weaker ones little or 
none. Besides, injury to weak animals 
is often the result of this struggle. The 
proper way to salt stock is to have the 
salt placed under cover, where they may 
get it every day if they wish. In this 
way they take just what they want and 
no more, and, while eating what is neces- 
sary for tham, they never take enough to 
do them injury. Thus cattle will seldom 
take more thau au ordinary t&blespeom. 
ful per day, and this is about what they 
require in summer as an aid to proper 
digestion.— [Chicago Prairie Farmer. 

The Duc< Question. 
Again we must call the attention of 
breeders to the profit in ducks, when pro- 
perly cared for and when there are 
facilities at hand for breeding them pro- 
perly. Many a farmer has realized far 
more from breeding ducks than he would 
obtain for his chickens, for they are very 
hardy, and lay remarkably well during 
some parts of the season. As soon as 
they commence to lay, the eggs should be 
carefully gathered and put away ; as 
soon as a hen (not a durk) wants to sit, 
f-el her with du*ek eggs, and let her hatch 
and care for the brood till they are able 
to care for themselves. A hen will care 
for a brood of ducklings far better, ordi- 
narily, than will an old duck. If the 
ducks think they have laid enough eggs, 
and show unmistakable sigr.s of wanting 
to sit, put them into a convenient coop, 
put one of your most vigorous young 
drakes with them, and they will soon be 
willing to shell out egg* again, which 
should be set under hens as fast as con- 
venient, so as to bring as many out at a 
time as possible, thereby leseening the 
oust of attending to them. A shallow 
tub, kept well filled with water, will 
afford plenty of bathing room for the 
ducklings until they are two or three 
months old, and perhaps longer.— 
[Poultry World. 

H^ven in Cattle. 
The season of the year is upon us when 
hoven becomes the most prevalent dis- 
ease amongst cattle. This is produced 
by over-eating the rank and rapidly 
growing grasses after being fed during 
the winter on dry feed. Indigestion is 
the result of the over-eating, and this 
causes a fermentation of the green food 
in the stomach, generating gas that 
bloats the animal up to suffocation unless 
relief is given. To prevent them from 
over-feeding on green food it is best to 
give them some dry hay or straw dally. 
When this cannot be done and bloating 
takes place, ground charcoal and oil 
should be given them, a cupful of char- 
coal and a quart of lard or oil will almost 
always give immediate relief. This 
remedy is simple, and every farmer 
should keep it on hand, especially at this 
on of the year. The most certain 
quickest remedy of all is to make an 
incision In the animal with a sharp knife 
about six inches in front of the hip on 
the left aide of the backbone. After the 
escape of the gas the wound will heal 
without any trouble to the animal if 
kept off of grass for a day or two. Hoven 
seems to be caused oftener by cattle 
over-feeding on clover than any other 
forage, and especially when they are 
permitted to leed upon it when it is wet. 
—[Rural Sun.

Lemon Fidpino. — Three-fourth* of* 
pound of flour, six ounces of butter, tie 
juice of one large lemon, one teaspoonfnl 
sugar. Make the al.. proportion of 
flour and butter into a smooth paste; 
rollout the thickness of about half IB 
inch, squeeze the lemon juice in a cup, 
stir a teaspoonful ef flour in it and • 
much moist sugar as will make a still 
paste, spread this mixture ov-; - «£e 
dough, roll it up, secure the ends, aad 
boil in a floured cloth two hours. 

Save all the bones for home-made 
fertilizers. Take a tight barrel, bax or 
hogshead, cover the bottom with four or 
five inches of unleached ashes; upon 
this place a layer of bones as close as 
they can be packed together, covering 
completely with unleached ashes ; then 
another layer of bones, and thus alter- 
nate layers of ashes and bones until the 
box or barrel is filled. Pour in a couple 
of pailfuls of water, or place the vessel 
in the yard where it will get sufficient 
moisture from occasional showers. In a 
j few months it will be found that the 
| bones are dissolved. 

An eastern farmer says: "After ex- 
perimenting with all the varieties of 
corn, sowing broad cast, in drills, and 
cultivating by hoeing it, I have come to 
the conclusion that the best and mo.-t 
profitable way to raise com fodder is to 
plant sweet corn, put your rows three 
feet apart, plant thick, not more than 
two feet apart ; put in six or eight 
stalks in a hill, manure heavily, keep it 
clear of weedn, hoe two or three times, 
and you will have an abundant crop of 
the beat kind of fodder for allien cows." 

Spots on Towels and Hosiery will 
disappear with little trouble if a little 
hartshorn is put into enough water to 
soak the articles, and they are left in it 
an hour or two before washing; and, if a 
cupful is put into the water into which 
white clothes are soaked, the night be- 
fore washing, the ease with which the 
articles can be washed, and their great 
whiteness and cleanness when dried, will 
be very gratifying. Remembering the 
small sum paid for three quarts ot harts- 
horn of common strength, one can easily 
see that no bieaching preparation can be 
more cheaply obtained. 

To Remove Grease Spots.— Put half 
a teaspoonful of hartshorn to half a tea- 
spoonml of alcohol ; wet a bit of wool- 
en cloth or6oft sponge in it, and rub and 
soak the s-pot with it, and the grease, if 
freshly dropped, will disappear. If the 
spot is ot long standing, it may require 
several applications. In woolen or cot- 
ton, the spot may be rubbed when the 
liquid is applied, and also in black silk, 
though not hard. But with light or col- 
ored silk, wet the spot with the cloth or 
sponge with which the hartshorn is put 
on, patting it lightly. Rubbing silk, 
particularly colored silk, is apt to leave 
a whitish spot, almost as disagreeable as 
the grease spot. 

The internal vital organs of the hog 
are very much like those of man. Hogs 
are subject to many diseases that men 
are subject to. A severe cold frequently 
produces pneumonia in man, and in hogs 
it produces the same disease. Tens of 
thousands of hogs die yearly by this dis- 
ease. The preventive is good feed, good 
shelter, warm and dry bedding. If hogs 
lay out on the cold, wet ground, it they 
and their bedding are exposed to rain 
and sleet and snow, is it any wonder that 
they take cold, get the pneumonia and 
die? Men subject to the same treat- 
ment would die. The hog has not fur or 
wool, or hair, or if called hair, a very 
coarse article it is to shield it from cold 
and storms. Hence good shelter, dry 
beds and kind treatment are very essen- 
tial to keep ho^a healthy and thriving.

Among the wonders exhibited at the 
recent meeting of the royal society in 
London was a lunar landscape, which is 
■0 marvelously true t o nature that some 
thought it must be a photograph. Mr. 
Conway says it was painted by Olof 
Winkler, a German, and it is not only 
admirable as a work of art, but, the as- 
tronomers declare, excellent as a represen- 
tation of the great crater- plain of the 
moon, as studied by astronomers. The 
spectator is supposed to be standing on the 
steep side of one ot the mountain chain* 
in the moon encircling this plain. The 
earth is seen, as it were now itself the 
mcon, about two-thirds full ; it is passing 
through the regions of Sagitariua and 
e'eorpia. The red " Antares " shines out, 
and ether Btars, which, of course, look 
round, since they would here be eeen 
through no atmosphere. For the same 
reason space appears black, and this gives 
an extreme brilliancy to the sunlight 
which is just lighting up the turrets of 
the lunar rocks on our right. It is won- 
derful. Mr. Nasmyth, who has been 
scrutinizing the surface of the moon for 
fifty years with the best telescopes, pro- 
nounces it thoroughly well realized in 
this picture, and Mr. Norman Lockyer 
tells me that he considers it a most won- 
derful work in every way. Herr Winkler 
exhibited his work at the request of the 
royal astronomical society. I was glad 
to observe Mr. Millar taking a good 
look at the picture. If the English artists 
could only be stimulated by some origin- 
al work of that kind, to rise out of their 
outine of subjects, we should see more 
■ stars » on the other side of the wall in 
the Burlington House. But when the 
Royal Academy opened their doors (for 
private view) there was not one picture 
that could for a moment be compared 
with this unique and darine work of 
Olof Winkler. ™*

The next lesson is that of patience. A 
man must learn to wait as well as to 
work ; and to be content with those 
means of advancement in life which we 
may use with integrity and houtir.

Admir- 
ation of its unbattered beauty is added 
to the pleaaure of capture, and your fish 
remains a proper subject for the market 
or the studio. IJrother-anglers, learn 
to be humane.
